1930 FUMIGATING SEASON 
BEGINS IN LOS ANGELES 
COUNTY CITRUS DISTRICTS 


Fifty-Eight Thousand Acres Were Treated 


Last Year With Successful Results in 


Cleaning Citrus Orchards 


The 1930 fumigating season for eradication of citrus pests 


las begun. There are possibly one hundred or more crews at 
work in Los Angeles county, with a large number in the Covina 
valley, at the present time, tenting trees at night and shooting 
lydrocyanic acid vapor inside to check the spread of the 
parasites. 


Approximately 2,000,000 pounds of< 


lydrocyanic acid are used annually 
n control of scale insects. In 1929 
about 58,000 acres of citrus groves 
were fumigated, 80,000 acres spray- 
ed, and 12,000 acres dusted. This, 
;ogether with ant control and propa- 
gation of beneficial insects, cost 
growers between four and five mil- 
ion dollars. 


The most dangerous citrus pests 


n the Covina valley, according to 
officials of the Owl Fumigating com- 
pany, are black and red scale. Cit- 
ricola scale is not found in large 
amounts any farther west than 
Claremont. Red spider, yellow scale, 
aphis and mealybugs only occasion- 
ally give trouble. 


The results of the 1929 fumigating 


season were more satisfactory than 
for several years back, due to a 
combination of circumstances. The 
average infestation was light at the 
time of treatment and showed an 
abnormally high natural mortality. 
There was a decided tendency to- 
ward earlier fumigation last season, 
which was recommended by the 


one of the instructive fcoints of the 
convention ,week. Herefthe men saw 
Covina's new hose inlthe state of 
manufacture. This new 1,500 feet 
of 2%-inch hose and 680 feet of 2- 
inch hose will be delivtered to Co- 
vina next week and according to the 
firemen will reduce insurance rates.

Black scale is considered the 


worst in the Covina territory. The 
margin of safety in black scale con- 
trol is generally very small between 
killing the scale and injuring the 
tree. -It is suggested by citrus pest 
authorities that fumigation of black 
scale this season be started early 
again, with 100 per cent dosage if 
possible, and no less than 88 per 
cent. As soon as the eggs are almost 
all hatched and the old scale is 
loosened, the fumigator should com- 
mence work. And should early fum- 
igation fail to give satisfaction, it is 
well 10 follow in November with an 
oil and lime-sulphur combination. 


Red scale is the major pest on 


lemons in eastern Los Angeles coun- 
ty. Marked increase on oranges is 
also observed in the Covina district, 
due partly to the mild winter being 
favorable to production of young up 
to the first of the year. Most of the 
spraying done for this pest last year 
was inferior to fumigation. 


There are advantages and draw- 


backs for both fumigating 
and 


spraying. Fumigation provides more 
thoro distribution of the liquid-gas 
hydrocyanic acid over all parts of 
the tree than spraying because of 
the use of the tent or cover. But 
hydrocyanic acid boils at the mod- 
erate temperature of 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and therefore must be 
very carefully handled, packed in 
cooling packs, and( "shot" at night.

Dozens of varieties of rare tropi- 


cal plants are to be found in out-of- 
the-way spots over southern Calif- 
ornia, some of which are so unusual 
that we pause to give a brief de- 
scription. California, altho it pro 
duces the biggest percentage of the 
country's orange crop, is not as close 
to the tropic zone as Flordia and 
consequently tropic fruits are not as 
common here as there. But they do 
grow here, if not in commercial 
quantity, for oranmentation. 


The banana, loquat and avocado 


are found more or less everywhere 
| about us in Covina, the latter fruit 


I being grown extensively' for 
the 


j market. Last year, according 
to 


| Hobbs-Gregg nurseries, an unusual 
! demand for avocado trees was felt 
in this vicinity. 


The guava. having an oval-shaped 


yelow-brown fruit, is used to some 
extent in southern California for 
hedges and decorative purposes. 
Mrs. F. L. Mowder and Mrs. F. L. 
Hepner of Covina have guavas on 
their grounds, in lemon, strawberry 
and pineapple varieties. Guava fruit, 
beneath the thin skin, is salmon or 
deep pink in color, and delicious as 
a raw fruit or as a jelly. Its flavor 
is somewhat like the cranberry, but 
not quite as tart. 


The papaya, a giant palm-like 


plant with fruit resembling a melon, 
is extensively cultivated in Orange 
county on the Irvine ranch. It is 
often called a cantalope tree, and the 
flavor is a delightful mixture of 
lineapple and peach with an orange- 
salmon color when ripe. Altho it is 
a native of tropical Brazil, it will 
stand frost after the first year like 
any 
of the hardier varieties of 


avocado. Papayas are to be found 
rom Ventura county on the north 
:o San Diego county south. 


The 
sapota, 
a 
quince-like 


greenish-yellow fruit having a pe- 
culiar sweet non-acid taste, ripens 
in October in this vicinity. On the 
W. L. Machtlen place, east of Covina 
near Badillo street, this plant has 
seen growing for some time. The 
'ruit is so soft and mushy that it is 
mpossible to ship. 


Cherimoyas, native of Peru and 


Ecuador, are also cultivated in the 
valley. Mrs. F. O. Frazier of Baldwin 
Park is cultivating some of the

species. The fruit ordinarily weighs 
about three and one-half pounds, is 
snow-white on the inside resembling 
whipped cream, and is so rich that 
only a little can be eaten at one time, 


Mrs. J. D. Bixby has two unusual 


ypes of the persimmon on hgr ranch 
in West Covina. One is the Chinese 
persimmon or Tamopan, the fruit of 
which is, round but flat on top. Mrs. 
W. W. Nash also has this variety. 
The other is the Japanese dwarf 
persimmon. The bush belonging to 
Mrs. Bixby is ten years old, yet only 
four feet high. Mrs. Bixby also has 
a Chinese dwarf lemon tree, the fruit 
of which is sweeter and straw- 
colored on -the inside. She is a

Washington, D. C. Among her col- 
lection are huckleberries from the 
Philippne island Peruvian fuchsias 
that are originally from an altitude 
of 6,000 feet in South America, 
Chinese holly, and dozens of vari- 
eties of common plants.

flame tree in her garden. The seed 
from which she raised the plant was

from 
Christobel, , Central 


America. The flame tree has un- 
usually large red blossoms. 


Mrs. W. A. Viney owns an Tin- 


usual Bohenia bush, having lavender 
and white blossoms that resemble 
the orchid. 


Mrs. Guy Adams has fine speci- 


mens of the redwood and 'cork oak 
trees on her grounds; and Mrf. C. W. 
Potter owns a Rose-of-Shannon 
bush, as large as the ordinary-sized 
room, which has a flower similar to 
the smal rose. 


Bread-Fruit trees, very few of 


which, exist in the sub-tropics, are 
a regular source of food in the South 
Seas where natives roast the fruit 
so that it resembles our bread. The 
carob, another plant sometimes con- 
fused with the bread-fruit tree, has 
a long pod filled with edible beans 
The carob is common in this district, 
a whole avenue of them growing on 
Vine street. 


Mangoes, another delicious variety 


of tropical fruit, altho common in 
Florida, have never succeeded wel" 
here.

Let me enumerate several points, however, that 


should send you to the doctor post-haste, if you have been 
uneasy about this particular set of eliminative organs: 


First, a progressively-increasing shortness of breath, 


that you just can't account for; this with increasing weak- 
ness and rapid heart that interferes with your ability to 
do your ordinary work. 


Second, you notice a puffiness under the eyes—and 


maybe you have noticed black specks when looking at 
white surfaces; just tiny dots they are, and might escape 
your notice. With the puffiness of the lower eyelids, you 
may observe a decided swelling of the hands—not painful 
—just a "bloat." 


Third, and getting more alert, you may notice a getting 


up from bed to relieve the kidneys—so many times that it 
really interferes with sleep; the amount may not be con- 
siderable, but it is the frequency of voiding that counts as 
a symptom. Even if you abstain from drinking water even- 
ings, you get up just as often. The appearance of the fluid 
voided is of little value to you as an indication of disease;

How the Dandelion 


Came to America 


By Caleb Johnson 


Nobody knows how the dandelion 


got from Europe to America. 


Anyone who has seen the dande- 


lion seeds floating away on their 
feathery 
wings— 
as 
who 
has 


not?—might 
imagine 
that 
they 


floated across the Atlantic in the 
same way, were it not for the fact 
that the wind is always blowing the 
other way. 


Anyway, the dandelion has been 


with us for two hundred years -or 
more, and everybody who has ever 
tried to keep a lawn green is 
painfully .conscious of its presence. 


Not that the dandelion is not 


beautiful. Unlike most weeds, it has 
an attractive flower, it is almost as 
attractive when it goes to seed, its 
leaves are good to eat, and its roots 
have medicinal value. Really, after 
all, the'only thing the matter with 
the dandelion is that it destroys the 
smooth, green velvet effect that par- 
ticular people strive for in their 
lawns. And that, after all, is merely 
a matter of fashion. If some fashion- 
able leader should start the style 
of a dandelion lawn, everybody 
would be trying to grow them! 


As a matter of fact, the dandelion 


is cultivated by many people in dif- 
ferent parts of the world. 


In America as far as most of us 


go in economic use of the dandelion 
is to collect the leaves in the early 
spring and boil them for "greens," 
In France an especially large-leafed 
variety of dandelion is cultivated for 
food. 
The name "dandelion," in 


passing, is French. It is corruption 
of "dent de lion," meaning "lion's 
tooth," from a fancied resemblance 
of the leaf to a tooth. 


The French also use the dandelion 


leaves as a salad, the slightly bitter 
taste being relished by many'palates. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
boil the leaves and serve them as. a 
vegetable and in some localities har- 
vest them for cattle fodder. 


When treated as chicory, the roots 


will produce a winter salad very 
much like the "barbe de capucin." 
The roots are also employed instead 
chicory for mixing in coffee, thereby 
becoming both a filler and substitute. 


Its most important use is medi- 


cinal. The roots are dug up hi the 
fall and dried and sold for medi- 
cinal purposes in drug stores under 
| the name of Taraxacum, which is the 
generic name of the common dande- 
lion. At one time the root was em- 
ployed as a remedy for many inter- 
nal ailments, but now is officially 
used as a mild laxative. 


In India, where the plant is native, 


it has never been used by the natives 
for medicinal purposes. The Swiss 
require it to be gathered in spring. 
It is collected chiefly in Europe and 
thousands of pounds are exported 
to all parts of the world. Teas and 
wines are made from the flowers. 


Even tho it has economic values, 


what most of us want to know is 
how to get rid of it from our lawns 
and gardens. Complete eradication 
is impossible because it has gamed 
world wide distribution. It is thus 
found in -waste places, giving seeds 
to furnish a good supply for lawns 
and parks. The windblown seeds are 
produced all summer; hence the 
seeds are found any and everywhere. 


To give an idea of the seed pro- 


duction, a controlled plant was ob- 
served for a whole season at the 
New York botanical gardens. The 
average number of seeds given by 
one flower was two hundred. The 
plant produced twenty-seven flowers 
during the season; thus from one 
plant 5,400 seeds were developed. 
From one field of dandelions, enough 
seeds are produced to supply many 
lawns miles away. 
The seeds developed parthenogenti- 
cally, without pollination or fertili- 
zation. 


Many methods for the eradication 


of the weed are suggested. The com- 
monest method used is in digging 
them out with a spud or knife, cut- 
ting them so that usually parts of 
the roots are unavoidably le^t in the 
ground. If this method is persisted 
in, eventualy the plants are de- 
stroyed, providing that in cutting 
all leaves are cut away. 


The roots are perennial and have 


.a food storage system, which pre- 
serves the plant over non-growing 
seasons. If no leaves are permitted 
to grow, the roots use up their stor- 
age supply, with the result that the 
plant starves out. But the requisite 
is: no leaves must be permitted to 
develop; otherwise, food is stored 
and the roots will develop a new 
plant. 


Any part of the root after being 


cut will send up a new shoot, hence, 
the starvation method will finally 


I destroy the old plants. But this 
method is bad. Not only is the lawn 
constantly disturbed and made un- 
sightly by the holes made in it, but 
it entails far too much work, for 
small results, as many of us know, 
and 
it 
doe's not 
prevent 
the 


thousands of new seeds blown in 
from, fields and neighboring lawns 
to establish themselves in the va- 
cated places of the old plants. 


One of the easiest methods of get- 


ting rid of the dandelion and other 
lawn weeds is by heavy grass seed- 
ing. This method checks the weeds. 
At the start, lawns should be given 
an extra heavy seeding of blue grass, 
using five to ten pounds of seed upon 
a 100-150 foot lot once every three 
months, say April, -July and Sep- 
tember. This makes a fine mat lawn, 
prevents bare spots for dandelions 
to get a start and usually gives the 
lawn the desired appearance. 


Weeds in general, particulary the 


dandelion, 
are 
sun-loving. 
Its 


young seedlings cannot tolerate the 
shade and the dense mat of .a com- 
pact lawn. By persistent mowing of 
the lawn, old weeds are cut down 
and cannot survive as quickly as the 
blue grass.. They are thus crowded 
out. 
If they are not destroyed, the 


old plants .should be cut out. Thus 
the heavy seeding method is per- 
haps the best, for it not only des- 
troys the old plants, but it prevents 
the entrance and the establishment 
of the new seedlings of weeds in 
general. 


Success sdmetimes is also had with 


the use of white clover over infest- 
ed dandelion areas. The clover un- 
der ordinary conditions, if drainage 
is good, withstands climate well and 
is capable & crowding ou* g138,3 an(i 
seeds, butflfsometimes:dies out due 
to various" diseases which attack it, 
leaving bare .spots and places for the 
dandelion to return. 


The spray .methods are often used 


with success. Weeds in general are 
easily eradicated by iron-sulphate 
sprays if properly applied and at the 
right time. If the spray is fine no 
injury is done to the grass, but large 
drops will burn the blue grass. If 
sprayed about once a month it kills 
dandelions and the pesty plaintain. 
The general solution recipe is two 
pounds of sulphate to a gallon of 
water. Spray about two to three 
days after cutting and do not cut 
the same length of time after spray- 
ing. Care must be taken in the use 
of the sulphate, because it discolors 
clothes and stone walks. 


In gravel paths and drives, a 


number of good methods are sug- 
gested to prevent the recurrence of 
weeds after hoeing. Salt can be 
sprayed to make a white covering 
of the ground. Washing soda is used, 
five pounds to ten gallons. Other 
substances used are carbolic acid, 
5 to 10 per cent, copper sulphate, 
ammonium 
sulphate 
4.100 and 


hydrochloric acid, 2 to 4 per cent. 


Other methods to eradicate dande- 


lions are the use of ammonium sul- 
phates, acids and kerosene or oils. 
When the dandelion is cut, a drop 
of the above suggested solutions is 
placed on the cut surface of the root. 
This is rather a tedious method, but 
it is efficient. 
Undoubtedly the 


heavy seeding method 'is the best, 
for it assures a good lawn, dis- 
courages the entrance of weeds, and 
entails but little effort. The presence 
of dandelions always indicates good 
soil, but once this is known, they 
should be destroyed unless desired.

9 Early measurements were derived 
from different parts of the human 
body.

the distance between the ends of 
the thumb and little finger when 
outstretched, the palm, the width 
of the hand, the digit the breadth 
of the finger. The Roman foot was 
subdivided .into four palms, and 
the palms into four digits. The 
division into inches or uncia, a 
twelfth part, applied not only to 
the foot but to anything. For long- 
er measures there was still less sys- 
tem.

Culls are born—sometimes they 


are made 


They inherit low production and 


slow maturity. They are slow start- 
ment nor good feed will convert a 
men nor good feed will convert a 
natural-born cull into a high pro- 
ducer or an early starter.

While this is true, culls are made 


as well as born. They are creatures 
of environment. No matter how well 
bred they may be, and in spite of 
heredity, poor feeding, carelessiiess 
and bad management make culls out 
of many flocks that normally should 
be good layers. 


Culls are made in various ways. 


The eggs used for hatching may not 
have been from good quality hens. 


The feeding and management 
of 


the breeders may not have been 
right, with the result that they lay 
eggs poorly vitalized, and 
weak 


chicks are the natural consequence. 


The eggs may be all right, but a 


series of errors occur during the 
process of incubation and weak 
chicks are turnerd into the brooder. 


A very common source of culls is 


the brooder and brooding methods. 
Faulty practices in feeding, rearing 
and housing come in for a share. 


l.ate starters are culls first by in- 


heritance and second by environ- 
ment. Both classes should go to the 
pot. 


To sum up. The slowest maturing 


pullets are the poorest layers. 
The 


age at which they mature does not in 
itself tell whether they are culls. The 
feed and methods of rearing hasten 
•or retard laying -fiaturity. They may 
be forced to lay too early or retard- 
ed by unwise feeding. 


Under normal conditions of rear- 


ing, the flock that averages to start 
laying at 6 months are good layers 
and those at 9 months are poor.

It would be perhaps, if Portu- 
gal had a stable government. In the 
last twenty-six years there have 
been twenty-six revolutions. Under 
the present president, General Car- 
mona, the little nation is getting 
along nicely. 
POPULATION 


Early reports from the census of- 


fice indicate that the decline in the 
birthrate in the past ten years is 
greater than ever. It begins to look 
as if, in another ten years we will 
have come to an annual increase of 
only 500,000, or less than one-half 
of one per cent, in population. And 
that will have tremendous economic 
significance. 


Cities will not grow so fast. Fewer 


new schools will be needed. Real 
estate values will not increase so 
rapidly. Fewer homes will be built. 
The proportion of elderly people to 
young will be larger, and old age 
pensions aud retirement funds will 
become matters of prime import- 
ance. 


Those are not considerations for 


the distant future. They are based 
upon facts which are here, now, and 
may affect economic conditions very 
soon. 
SKYSCRAPERS 


New York's newest skyscrapers, to 


occupy an entire city block on the 
East River waterfront at the foot of 
Wall street, will be 105 stories high. 
There is no economic limit to height 
except the 
congestion of 
traffic 


which comes from crowding so many 
people into a small area. 


Cincinnati has a new solution for 


the sykscraper problem. A hew 
building going up there will be 46 
stories high and will be a combina- 
tion of office buildings, hotel and 
parking garage, with two large de- 
partment stores and'numerous spec- 
ialty shops on the lower floors. 


In the old days business men and 


their employees used to live "over 
the shop." We may be coming back 
to that in the big cities, with apart- 
ment houses in the upper floors to 
house the people who work in the 
stores and offices below. 
INSECTS 


The other day at my farm home 


we started to replace a worn door 
sill. When we took the old board 
off we found that black ants had 
eaten away the heavy timber which 
forms the sill of the house itself, for 
a distance i of several feet. We took 
out more than two quarts of ants 
and about a pint of ant eggs, and 
then had the expensive job of fitting 
a new timber in place. 


The war between man and insects 


is relentless and unceasing. Along 
the country roads near my home I 
frequently meet this summer the 
U. S. department of agriculture 
"bug men" who are spraying trees 
in the effort to get rid of the Japan- 
ese beetle, our newest insect pest. 
I found a great colony of tent moths 
in an old pasture beyond my wood- 
lot. A new pest is beginning to eat 
up oak and maple trees up our way; 
another is destroying the willows 
along the brook and river. 


Most of these pests, like the 'gypsy 


moth which is killing the New Eng- 
land elms, and the chestnut blight, 
which has destroyed every chestnut 
tree in the east, are imported. The 
government maintains a plant quar- 
antine, but every now and then some 
new pest slips across the border. 
PRESSURE 


Ice which will not melt at a tem- 


perature of 180 degress is the latest 
scientific curiosity. It has been pro- 
duced by Professor P. W. Bridgman 
of Harvard university. All that is 
necessary to keep ice from melting 
under a flame is to subject it to a. 
pressure of 290,000 pounds to the 
square inch. 


Professor Bridgman's experiments 


with high pressures • have given 
many surprising results. Many fam- 
liar substances change their char- 
acters . under pressure, much as hu- 
man beings do. Thirty-nine differ- 
ent metals become better conduc- 
tors of electricity. Some of the 
changes persist after the pressure 
is removed. 


What is the good of such experi- 


ments ? Science doesn't know nor 
care. Science is content to discover 
new facts, leaving it to inventors to 
apply, them to human uses.

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Citrus Fruits Still in Demand— 


The brightest spot in the present agricultural situation 


is the continued high price level on citrus fruits, according 
to a recent report on market conditions supplied by the 
Los Angeles chamber of commerce. Hot weather in the 
east created a good demand for not only oranges, but a 
sharp advance on lemons. 


During' last week the box price on lemons increased 


about $2.00. As there was little surplus stock of lemons 
in the east, shippers expect to see these prices maintained 
for possibly two weeks. The supply of Valencias still re- 
maining for shipment is smaller than in previous seasons 
and the present price is expected to continue until the 
entire crop is marketed. 


Early deciduous fruits such as cherries, plums and ap- 


ricots, are just about of? and southern California canneries 
are now opening on peaches and pears. Grape picking 
will get under way in volume during the next three weeks. 


Apricot prices this year were far from satisfactory, due 


to a carryover from last year. Peach canners and growers 
in California have made a new plan whereby no more 
than 13,000,000 cases are to be packed for distribution. 
This is the amount, based upon statistics from past years, 
that the market can satisfactorily absorb, giving growers 
a fair return. The peach crop this year is estimated at 
485,000 tons, which would be sufficient to pack about 
20,800,000 cases. Distribution of so many peaches, how- 
ever, would flood the market and create a similar situation 
as the huge supply of apricots this year. The southern 
California crop of peaches this season is slight, probably 
amounting to no more than 8000 tons of the total 485,000 
in the entire state. 


The coming pear harvest shows an increase from 190,- 


000 tons in 1929 to 227,000 tons this year, also a large in- 
crease. 


Fruit Juice Industry Planned— 


A new industry may soon be worked out by the fruit 


products laboratory at the University of California—that 
of fruit juice packing and its market problems. As soon 
as the right methods are decided upon, California will 
attack national thirst with new light beverages which will 
not only be quenching, but will have the added advantage 
over artificial flavored "pops" of vitamin content, mineral, 
substance and natural fruit sugars. 


California grapes, oranges, berries and others are being 


experimented upon. Two natural fruit drinks, pineapple 
and grapefruit, which are not California-distributed and 
which are gaining increased national favor, were found to 
sell better in cans for an odd reason—when put in glass 
bottles they became cloudy and were unattractive. Chem- 
ists never succeeded in clearing them; it is believed that 
the elements making the cloudiness also give the flavor. 
When put in tin cans the public bot the juice freely, and 
incidentally, the packer found tin more economical. 


The California research laboratory has been working 


at the problem for some years, and has a considerable 
amount of experience in its files. It is expected that some- 
time soon a new idea will be worked out which will put 
California fresh fruit juices on the national distribution 
basis, providing another source of income to local growers. 


California Farm Legislation— 


We note an editorial from the California Cultivator, 


August 2nd, regarding a few of the constructive things 
that Governor Young's administration has accomplished 
in behalf of California farmers in- legislative activities. 
The Cultivator points out these accomplishments of the 
past administration to remind the public that agriculture 
has by no means been ignored during the past four years. 


A few of the accomplishments for which the present 


administration should be given credit are: 


Creation of the state board of agriculture to act as a 


stabilization agency and to establish long-time planning 
policies. 


Provision for federal and state investigation of water 


resources, looking toward coordinated use for irrigation, 
salinity and flood control, navigation and navigation of hy- 
dro-electric power. 


Establishment at San Francisco of state-owned and 


operated refrigeration terminal facilities to handle per- 
ishable produce destined for export. 


Prompt eradication with federal and local cooperation of 


1929 foot and mouth outbreak. 


Creation of state bureau of commerce, charged with 


finding new markets for agricultural and industrial pro- 
duce. 


Provision for emergency border patrol, train and ship 


inspection and intra-state survey as means of keeping Cal- 
ifornia free from Mediterranean fruit fly infestation. 


Legislation to further bovine tuberculosis eradication 


by means of indemnifying owners of slaughtered cattle 
and calf segregation. 


Legislation to protect dealers and growers of deciduous 


fruit and other produce in marketing transactions. 


Extension of existing standardization law to include 


more major fruit and vegetable crops extensively shipped 
in interstate and foreign trade. 


Promulgation of agreement for survey by which state's 


secondary highway system will be increased by inclusion 
of county roads. 


Important increases in expenditures to prevent costly 


grain, range and forest fires and for highway weed con- 
trol. 


Refinancing of reclamation projects in Sacramento val- 


ley, saving hundreds of farmers from being forced into 
bankruptcy.

"'Was that the case? Not at all. Behold the utterly 


unflustered Lord sitting upon throne, high and lifted up

and tranquility of God.' " 


That story has always stuck in my mind. I like to think 


of the picture—the little kingdoms of the earth in turmoil, 
while the Lord sits quietly upon the throne, knowing that 
time will quiet the turmoil, and that the crisis will pass. 


If you ever have occasion to write down the attributes 


that make men successful, do not fail to include staying 
power. 


I know a man who has grown rich beyond any of his 


associates, tho he is in many respects the least brilliant of 
the lot. But he had great patience and stick-to-it-iveness.

And time and the growth of 
the country have carried him high. 


I read about all the men who thot they were smarter

PEACHES 


Peaches are,-and for the next few 


weeks will be, at their best and 
cheapest. So have them every day 
| and more than once a day, if your 
: family likes them. 


I ' And if you use a little imagination 
' in serving them there* are few fam- 
ilies that will tire of them before 
the end of the season.. 


Here are some ways of using th'em 


to suggest new ideas to the cook: 


PEACH FOAM 


Press three or four ripe peaches 


thru a colander, making one cup 
pulp and. juice together. Stir one 
envelope gelatine with one-half cup 
of sugar and dissolve in one cup of 
boiling water. Add peach pulp and 
juice flavored with one tablespoon 
lemon juice or almond extract and 
pinch of salt. Set in cool place, and 
when beginning to jell add the well- 
beaten whites of two eggs, and beat 
all together until very thick so it 
will not separate. Pour into molds 
and set in icool place until firm. 
Serve with custard sauce. 


BAKED PEACHES 


Plunge the ripe peaches into boil- 


ing water for a moment, then the 
skins will rub off 
1 as easily as the 


skin of a scalded potato. Arrange 
in a rather deep baking dish, eprin- 
kle with sugar and cinnamon and 
dot the tops of the peaches with bits 
of butter. Add a cup of boiling 
water to the baking pan and bake 
in a steady, moderate ovon. Serve 
hot or cold. 


. PEACH FRITTERS 


Pe^l and split ripe peaches, sprin- 


kle with powdered sugar and let 
stand for an hour. Drain, dip hi 
fritter batter, fry brown in deep fat, 
dram, sprinkle with powdered sugar, 
and serve. 


PEACH DELIGHT 


Peel and split ripe peaches and fill 


a baking dish, spkrinkling each layer 
of fruit with sugar. Dot the top with, 
butter, add a cup of water and 
sprinkle with flour. Make a crust of 
one and one-half cups of flour sifted 
with a little salt and a teaspoon of 
baking powder, rubbing into^ the 
flour then half' a cup of lard* and 
adding ice water to mix. Cover the 
peaches with a thin sheet of the 
dough,' slit the crust and serve hot 
with fresh cream. 


PEACH SNOW 


For peach snow, beat a cup of 


cream until it is stiff and add half 
a cup of sugar and two egg whites, 
beaten stiff. Cut up a quart of 
peaches in a glass dish and pour the 
cream mixture over them. The 
peaches and the cream should both 
be chilled thru before mixing. Serve 
them as soon as they are mixed.

New Tariff on 


Avocado Is First 


Such Protection 


The importation of the avocado, 


never before restricted until the 
passage of the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
bill June 17th, was at that tune offi- 
cially discouraged to benefit our 
own growers to the sum of fifteen 
cents per pound. The avocado in- 
dustry, especially in southern Cal- 
ifornia 
and Florida, has shown 


a remarkable growth hi the last few 
years; and with scores of producers 
putting in the valuable fruit every 
month it was thpt well to protect the' 
home market by imposing the tariff 
on foreign influx. 


Home production is still small, 


however, and there is an- unlimited 
market 
for 
production 
of 
the 


avocado. But particular care must 
be taken . in the treatment 
and 


culture of the trees in order to 
secure the best fruit. Citrus fruit is 
largely sugar and water carbohy- 
drates, but avocados are composed 
of protein matter and fats, as well 
as certain amount of carbohydrates, 
which elements take a tremendous 
amount of food vitality .from the 
oil. Whereas it is understood that 
we can get by with 25 to 35 pounds 
f fertilizer a year on a medium aged 
itrus grove, an avocado grove will 
equire 75 to 100 pounds of fertir 
izer preferable applied in five or six 
pplications so as to prevent leeeh- 
ng. 


Moreover, the avocado tree is very 
ensitive when it comes to water 
upply. Both extreme moisture and 
xtreme drouth are bad for the de- 
'elppment of the fruit. Windbreaks 
and frost protection are also vital 
considerations in this locality. 


These precautionary measures may 


appear to be so costly that they cut 
out whatever profit can be made, but 
he high returns from avocados are 
very tempting. It has been estimated 
that a well-producing grove will pay 
as high as $7,000 per acre.

were included in the Hawley-Smoot
